problems and their solution than ever before.

One problem requiring immediate and continuing attention is the redue- 
lion ef debt. To debt reduction the Dominion, the Provinces, municipalities 
and individuals must give consideration. Before there can be debt reduc- 
tion there must first be a stoppage to further debt increases. The average 
individual will be well advised if he refrains from going any deeper into debt 
during 1924 and strives with might and main to reduce present indebtedness’ 
as much and as rapidly as possible, Municipalities, the Provinces and the 
Pominton should all balance their budgets; not by imposi:f additional taxa- 
tfon, but through the adoption of very necessary economies, Certain capital 
expenditures will, of course, be necesstry, but these should be restricted to 
revenue producing services and tlhe encouragement..of production of new 
wealth through the development of natural resources. 

‘ An example of what can and onglit to be done is furnished by the present 
management of the Canadian National Railways. _Im 1921 the C.N.R. had an 
operating profit of only three million dollars. which did not go very far to- 
wards meeting itg interest charges. Last year the C.N.R. increased its oper- 
ating surplus t% $18,000,000 or more, and while this did not meet interest 
charges in full, it-did materially reduce the deficit to be met by the country 
at large. 


How was it accomplished? By larger earnings through increased traffic 
and the development of productive services, but also through a very gratify- 
ing reduction in operating- expenses resulting from good management; the 
elimination of waste, and sound economies, . For example, gross earnings of

‘ideal reconstruction plans” of Tokio, 
Nichi Nichi, one of the leading news- 
papers of Japan, says it is opposed to 
the idea of undertaking reconstruc:

fon which the currency system of this 
country rests. . 

“When_we look tothe violent oscll- 
lations of the’German marks against 
pound stegling, we cannot help shud- 
ermg at the thought while hoping 
such will not be the case, that the 
same may Chance to be the fate-of-+t!

Natural Resources Bulletin 
: Liquid Condensate from. Natural Gas 
i Important Article of Commerce’ 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa says: 

When natural gas was first struck 
{n Pennsylvania and Ohio, they were 
already two of tho most populous and 
enterprising states in the Union. A 
very different condition exists in Hast 
Central and Northwest Alberta where 
already the flow éf a largo. supply of 
gas is assured, but the field of useful- 
ness limited. 

The ideal way. to utilize natural gas 
is for domestic heating, lighting and 
ooking, and as a fuel in the develop- 
ent of power for manufacturing 
plants. But before this can be done 


distance, say 100 miles, to consume 
clent gas and to pay a price high 
ehough to wararnt the operation of 
the ficld and the investment requisite 
to thé laying of the pipe line. 

If, however, there is nothing to be 
done at present in this direction, and 
tho gas is to be utilized, the manufac- 
ture of commodities for which there 
is a continuous demand, such as gaso- 
line agd carbon-black, is the next best 
thing.. Tiwwenty years ago it was the 
common experience both in the Pitts- 
burg and the Ontario gas woll district, 
that in the cold weather when a good 
flow of gas was required the presence 
of a liquid condensate that accumulat- 
ed in the low places on the pipe line, 
interfered with the steady flow,’ and 
necessitated pumping out or draining 
at intervals. Nobody realized then 
that fn a few years’ time this Iquid 
would berome an important article of 
commerce, and would add millions of 
dollars to the income of the natural 
gas producers. 

Since 1904 various processes for ob- 
taining gasoline from natural gas have 
been in operation, the object being to 
extract it at the wells before entering 
the pipe line. Improyements have 
eontinually been made, and in a prop- 
erly designed and carefully operated 
plant it is now possible to recover 
from-87 to 95 per cent. of the gaso- 
line contained in the gas. oy

Food Situation In Germany. 


Germany Has Made it Hard to Feed 
Her Own People : 

According to Secretafy Hoover's 
agent: in Germany three disturbing 
factors enter into. the fodd situation 
in that country., One is the inability 
of the government or of private firms 
‘to finance the usual margin of food 
{mports. Another is the breakdown 
of the currency ‘which has interrupted 
the distribution of domestic food sup- 
pifes, The third is unemployment, 
which has decreased the ability of 
large classes to -buy food. bs 

Tt is only the bare truth to say that 
all thest troubles were inflicted upon 
the German people by thelr.govern- 
ment. ‘The German harvest this year 
was above the average. Nine and a 
half million tons of bread graina were 
produced, compared with seven mil- 
lion tons last year. The “potato crop 
fell off from forty-one million tons to 
thirty mililons and the sugar crop 
from 1,450,000 tons to 1,200,000. But 
Mr. Hoover's representative notes “a 
considerabls use of potatoes for indus- 
trial purposes,” which indicates that 
there is little ‘real fear of a seareity 
in that staple,

OF THE MARITIME “Their Functions tn the Diet Shion in 


Barricades in Existence for 200 Years 

Keep Back Bay: of Fundy Tides . 

From Hay Lands 

One of the most interesting as well 
as one of the historic sights of. tho 
Maritime Provinces—one that. is also 
a gouree of large révenue--is the dyke 
jands, or what are known locally as 
the hay marshes, These marsh lands 
extend around the head of the Bay of 
Fundy, in Cumberland, Colchester, 
Hants, Kings and Annapolis counties 
of Nova Seotia, and in Westmorland 
and Albert counties of New Bruns 
‘wick. While the term marsh lands ts 
applied to these low lying areas, they 
ave fac from being what the namé im- 
plies. Looking at them from an em- 
inenca they bear the appearance of 
great Mat stretches of prairie lands or 
meadows, covered with rich grass, 
while almost as far as the. eye con 
reach innumerable hay barns and hay 
stacks dot the landscape. 

The marshes have been brought into 


_., Uxistonee by the extraordinary power 


of the tide of the Bay of Pundy,; where 
there fy sometimes a difference of 
sixty feet between the level of the 
water at high and low tide: ~ Largo 
avéas were therefore subjected to in- 
undation at periods of high tide. The 
eatly French settlers built dykes to 
keep out the tide from these. lands, 
and the areas thus roclaimed form a 
vast natural meadow of approximately 


50,000 acres in extent. This marsh 
‘land retains its fertility in a marvel- 
lous way, producing hay cro$s aver- 


aging from two to.three tons per acre. 
When fhe soll appears to be deterior- 
_ ating it is only necessary to open the 
dykes, allow the tide to flood the land 
again, close the dykes and resume 
cropping the land. ‘The periods when 
it is necessary to open ‘the dykes for 
renewak purposes are widely separ- 
ated, some of those famillar with con- 
ditions giving fifty yoars.as the inter- 


_ val between floodings, 


The grasses which grow upon the 
better parts of the dyked lands are 
the English hay grasses, of a superior 


quality, But one crop of hay per|. 
- year is taken off the land, but farmers 
~ find in the marshes after haying ex- 


_eelient forage for. thelr cattle. No 


fertilizers of any kind are used upon 

_ the marsh land, and the only cultiva- 
tion consists in an occasional plowing, 
on an average once in ten or fifteen 
- years, when a single crop of oats is 
sown; followed at once by grass. 

An extensive market exists for the 
‘hay grown on the Bay of Fundy 
marshes, and at good prices... Large 
‘quantities are shipped to the West In- 
eles, Newfoundland, Boston and other 


' New England cities. During the war 


enormous quantities were supplied to 
Great Britain and France. : 
To the inland Canadtan, unused to 
the ocean tides, these dyked lands, or 
hay marshes, present a fascinating ap- 


* pearance. Accustomed as tliey are 


to but slight variations. in the shore- 
Mne of lakes and rivers, it is Hard to’ 
realize that but for the dykes these 
large areas would at high tide be coy- 
ered with water. The value of the 
land, however, was readily appreci- 
ated by the original settlers, many of 
whom in their native lands had been 
compelled to battle against the en- 
ecroachments of the sea. How well 
these early settlers did their work 
may be judged from the fact that at 
various points the original, dykes are 
still in existence, after a period of
